Should insurance pay to restore a smile? 


“There are no pictures of me in my 
son's baby book,” says Naomi Curry. 
as she recalls one of the most painful 
chapters in her life. 

“My head was shaved on one side, | 
wore an eye patch. My face was com- 
pletely twisted. It was overwhelming 
for me. I had pictured such a different 
scenario,” Curry 

Five years ago, when Curry was 22, 
newly married, and had just given birth 
to her first child, Kyle; her doctors 
discovered a tumor, called an acoustic 
neuroma, on the left side of her face. 
The tumor was large and was located 
on the vestibular nerve, which is inti- 
mately connected with the nerves that 
control hearing and facial movement. 

Although Curry was warned that 
surgery would be precarious, and that 
removing the tumor was likely to cause 
deafness on the affected side and possi- 
ble facial paralysis, she believed she 
had no choice but to have the tumor 
removed 

As feared, the surgery left Curry with 
facial pales and deafness on her left 
side. facial paralysis took a heavy 
toll; Curry found she could not chew 
normally and had to drink from a straw 
to keep from dribbling liquid on her- 
sit. Wag ae tried-to smile, she gri- 
maced. she!'spoke, her voice 
sounded muffled. Her left eye wouldn't 
close at all. 

Curry’s only 
normal appearance and function was to 
have reanimation surgery, a recon- 
structive procedure that is performed 
by plastic surgeons. However, even 
when she had located a plastic surgeon 
within her insurance network to per- 
form the surgery, it took Curry and her 
doctors more than two years to per- 
suade her insurer to pay for the opera- 
ton. 

“When we attempted to get approval 
for the procedure, it was denied. The 
insurance company told. us that the 
reanimation surgery was classified as a 
plastic surgery operation - and plastic 
surgery is done for cosmetic reasons,” 
says ge Burruss, MD, the board- 
certified plastic surgeon who ultimately 


performed Curry’s reanimation sur- 
gery. A gy Behl Or, 8 mount- 
ed by Dr. Burruss and Curry’s other 
doctors proved unsuccessful and Curry 
admits that she sometimes felt like 
giving up. “All I wanted was to regain 
what had been taken from me,” she 
says. Frustrated with the lack of 
lager Curry told her stor no be 
mercial Appeal. She belie ves that the 
newspaper is what finally 
She her insurer's change of 
art. 

In December of 1998, Curry under- 
went the reanimation surgery. Dr. 
Burruss explains, “The procedure in- 
volved taking one of Naomi's chewing

muscles, which was not paralyzed, 
detaching it from the jaw and reattach- 
ing it to the skin of her face. That 
way, when she bites her teeth together, 
she smiles. She can also chew and 
speak normally.” Though he’s glad

"s lack of standing. “The 
function of the face is to appear nor- 
inal. The intent of the surgery was not 
to make her appear attractive, but to 
appear normal,” he says. 

“Cases like Curry’s have become 
common in the age of managed care.” 
says Paul Schnur, MD, president of 
the American Society of Plastic and 
Reconstructive Surgeons (ASPRS). “It 
seems that for some insurance com- 
panies, the word “appearance” has 
become the red light that halts coverage 
dollars. We polled our members and 
found that more than half have had 
insurance-payment problems just like 
Naomi's.” 

Often, insurers fail to acknowledge 
that plastic surgery encompasses both 
cosmetic surgery, which is performed 
on normal structures of the body to 
improve appearance and self esteem,

What actually makes those wonderful colors? A 


Autumn brings not only the 
awareness that winter is just around 
the corner, but also one of Nature's 
greatest gifts to New England, the 
glowing palette of colors revealed 
as our hardwood trees change from 
green to red, orange, and yellow 
and all the different shades of these 
colors from soft pink to purple, 
peach to pumpkin and light tan to 
Tusset and deepest gold. It's no 
wonder people come from far and 
wide to see the show, it's spectacu- 
lar! 

Have you ever wondered what 
causes this process each year? I've 
read that Native American mythol- 
ogy tells of celestial hunters killing 
a great bear; as the bear's blood 
flowed from the heavens some of 
the trees were stained red, when 
the hunters cooked the bear its fat 
also dripped down to color other 
trees yellow. As a child I remem- 
ber hearing that “Jack Frost” 
caused the leaves to change color 
but have learned since then that a 
good frost will hasten the “fall” of 
the leaves fromthetree and shorten 
our already brief display of color. 

What is actually happening is a 
chemical process the tree or shrub 
goes through to prepare for the 
onset of winter. From the moment 
the leaves unfold in the spring they 
startthe food making process called 
photosynthesis. This is accom- 
plished when the chlorophyll con- 
taining cells, which give leaves their 
green coler, absorb energy from 


» the sun and interacting with water 


and carbon dioxide within the leaf 
produce the carbohydrates (sugars 
and starches) needed by the plant 
for growth and good health. 
Yellow and orange pigments 
(carotene and xanthophyll) are also 
present, in varying amounts, within 
the cells of leaves but during spring 
and summer these are masked by 
the green of the chlorophyll. As the 
end of the growing season ap- 
proaches the tree or shrub slows 
down the production of chlorophyll 
cells and the other colors contained 
within the leaf become visible. At 


the same time another change is 
taking place too. There isa layer of 
cells developing at the base of the 
leaf-stems which is gradually slow- 
ing the flow of nutrients to the 
leaves. This process also contrib- 
utes to the breakdown and fading of 
the chlorophyll cells, and as this 
layer of cells matures the leaf is 
sealed off from the plant. Eventu- 
ally the leaf will fall from the tree, 
either from its own weight or from. 
the action of wind and rain. 

Many trees, such as birches, 
elms, willows, and aspens, contain 
only the carotene and xanthophyll 
and so have autumn leaves in dif- 
ferent shades of yellow. Many oaks 
show only tan or brown leaves, this 
is caused by the high level of a 
chemical called tannin within their 
leaves. In some trees other chemi- 
cal reactions produce a red pig- 
ment called anthocyanin. This is 
the cause of the brilliant red seen 
on such trees as the swamp or red 
maples, some sugar maples, north- 
ernred oaks, sumacs and mountain 
ashes and some shrubs such as the 
popular “burning bush” which is a 
variety of euonymus. This wonder- 
ful red is produced from the sugars 
trapped within the leaf cells, and 
because the amount of sugars pro- 
duced varies from year to year 
according to growing conditions, a 
tree could be drab one year and 
look as though it has burst into 
flame the next autumn. The expo- 
sure to direct sun has an effect on 
the development of color also, the 
sunny side of a sugar maple can be 
gorgeous red and orange, while the 
shaded side shows only yellow 

This entire process starts as the 
daylight hours shorten and the 
nights become cooler. Alongstretch 
of sunny autumn days and crisp 
nights is the most important factor 
in determining the intensity of the 
show. Ifthe weather suddenly turns 
cold, producing frost, the season 
can be cut short because the leaves 
may drop prematurely, high winds 
and driving rain can also rip the 
leaves from the trees because their 


hold on the parent plant is much 
weaker than it was during the grow- 
ing season. 

Some experts have predicted less 
color this year because of the 
drought, others are saying the 
leaves will show a greater intensity 
of color because the trees have 
been stressed by the drought. I 
guess this is a “wait and see” situa- 
tion. Here's a tip if you havea tree 
that is showing unseasonably early 
color or is showing early color in 
one area it could be showing signs 
of stress from disease or physical 
damage. You might want to have it 
checked out by an arborist who can 
treat or remove the problem. 

Along with all this beauty, "fall" 
brings the labor of raking up all 
those leaves. Ideally they should be 
cleared off your lawn so the grass 
isn't damaged. Leaves are a great 
addition to your compost pile, if you 
shred them first. they will break- 
down much more quickly than they 
will if they are left whole. You can 
use a shredder-vac or even chop

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them up with your lawnmower. 
Shredded leaves make a

American Cancer Society answers questions for 


Breast Cancer Awareness Month 


Breast cancer is the most com- 
mon cancer among women and a 
major priority for the American 
Cancer Society. During October 
National Breast Cancer Awareness 
the American Cancer Society has 
issued a list of common questions 
and answers about breast cancer, 
the most common topic of callers’ 
questions to the American Cancer 
Society’s 1-800 ACS-2345 informa- 
tion line. 

According to Gena Carter 
Brockington, M_D., radiologist and 
member of the American Cancer 
Society Breast Cancer Advisory 
Group, breast cancer is the most 
commonly diagnosed cancer among 
women in the United States, with 
176,300 new cases expected nation- 
ally in 1999. The American Cancer 
Society estimates that the disease 
will cause 43,700 deaths this year 
making it the second leading cause 
of cancer death in women. In Mas- 
sachusetts, an estimated 4,400 
women will be diagnosed with breast 
cancer in 1999. 

For reasons that are not fully 
understood, breast cancer incidence 
rates have increased about 4 per- 
cent per year since 1980; but have 


recently leveled off. The breast 
cancer mortality rate has been de- 
clining since 1991, with the largest 
decreases in younger women. These 
decreases are probably due to in- 
creased use of mammography, 
which results in earlier detection 
andimproved treatment. However, 
the breast cancer deathrate among 
older African American women has 
no: dropped, reflecting a lower use 
of mammography by this popula- 
tion. 

The most important risk factor 
for breast cancer is age, with 75 
percent of cases occurring among 
women over 50. Other women at 
increased risk are those with a per- 
sonal or family history of breast 
cancer, an early age at menarche, 
late age at menopause, no children 
or late age at first childbirth, and 
higher education and socioeconomic 
status. 7 

While there is no known way to 
prevent breast cancer, Dr. Carter 
Brockington said the American 
Cancer Society recommends early 
detection tests to find the disease in 
its earliest, most curable stages:

WILMINGTON - When Jim 
Devine, 16, and Boy scout Troop 
136 will be planting 10 American 
Liberty elms, one of those trees 
will replace a long lost elm sig- 
nificant in the histery of 
Wilmington. 

That tree will be planted 
where the Whitefield elm once 
stood. In the 1740’s, during the 
religious revival movement called 
the Great Awakening, evangelis- 
tic preacher George Whitefield 
visited Wilmington. He was not 
allowed to hold a meeting inside a 
local church, Jim Devine 
explains, so he spoke outside, 
under a great elm. 

Devine says he understands 
the Whitefield Elm, which 
appears on Wilmington’s town 
seal, died of Dutch elm disease 
about 1900. The ladies of the 
Wilmington Women’s Club erect- 
ed a stone marker with brass 
plaque at the site in 1906, the 
plaque lasted 45 or so years and

regardless of its health effects 
when ingested by itself, could 
pose a danger when mixed with 
other substances.

Board member Elizabeth 
Sabounjian stressed the impor- 
tance of gauging public support 
of fluoridation, and the boards 
responsibility to make a decision 
reflecting these opinions. 


“We should try to balance the 
endpoints [of opinion], within 
Wilmington,” Sabounjian said.

Defendants Thomas McManus 
and Charles Patty, owners of 128 
Collision Center, were fined $1,000 
each, and the company was 
assessed a $1,700 fine for 20 con- 
firmed air pollution reports. 

‘The Board of Health fined 128 
Collision Center $50 for each 
occasion when a paint odor was 
detected in the abutting Brand 
Avenue neighborhood. 

The company has been under 
scrutiny, since June of 1998, when 
abutting residents complained 
that paint fumes from the colli- 
sion centers auto body shop were 
reaching the neighborhood. 

In particular, Brand Avenue 


residents Tracy Peterson and 
Bruce MacNeill repeatedly 
brought the issue before the 
Board of Health’s attention. 
Peterson said the paint odors had 
caused her, and her two sons 
Lucas and Zachary MacNeill to 
be sick. 

Dissatisfied with town efforts 
at mitigating the paint odor, 
Peterson started the Wilmington 
Citizens Against Pollution, a pub- 
lic activist group aimed at curb- 
ing pollution in town. - 

The company has raised its 
emissions stacks, changed their 
line of paints, and installed char- 
coal filters to decrease the 
amount of paint odor leaving 
their building.

Cubs History 

The newest additions to the 
Stone Zoo are the cat’s meow! 

Three gray and white snow 
leopard cubs - two females and 
one male - were born on May 30 
at the Zoo. They are now on 
exhibit for all to see, along with 
their mother, “Tang.” The cubs 
were bred in accordance with 
the snow leopard Species 
Survival Plan (SSP) of the

American Zoo and Aquarium 
Association. 

“These snow leopard cubs are 
ambassadors for their species in 
the wild, and they are an impor- 
tant part of the effort to main- 
tain genetic diversity in the cap- 
tive population of snow leop- 
ards,” said Brian A. Rutledge, 
President/CEO of Zoo New 
England. “The staff here are 
very proud to contribute to the 
conservation of this highly 
endangered species.” 

Tang was born in captivity at 
the Lincoln Park Zoological 
Gardens in Chicago, Illinois, and 
she came to the Franklin Park 
Zoo in March of 1997. In October 
of 1998, she was moved to the 
Stone Zoo for the grand opening 
of the Zoo’s new snow leopard 
exhibit. “Sazik,” the cubs’ father, 
is on loan from the Henry 
Doorly Zoo in Omaha, 
Nebraska; he was temporarily 
moved to the Stone Zoo this past 
winter to breed with Tang. 
Because male snow leopards 
normally live apart from 
females and play no role in rais- 
ing cubs, Sazik was moved back 
to Franklin Park Zoo after Tang 
became . 

Snow leopards (Panthera 
uncia uncia) are highly endan- 
gered cats living in the steep, 
rugged mountains of centra) 
Asia. With their smoky, spottec 
coats and 40 inch tails, they are 


considered some of the most 


beautiful big cats. 

In their native habitat they 
are sometimes called the 
“ghosts of the Himalayas,” 
because of their stealthy, swift 
movement in the landscape. 

Fewer then 6,000 snow leop- 
ards are left in the wild. They 
are often hunted for their fur 
and bones, and they also suffer 
from shrinking habitat. As their 
habitat dwindles, so do their 
natural food sources; the leop- 
ards sometimes attack domestic 
livestock herds, and domestic 
herders often kill the leopards in 
retribution. 

Along with taking part in the 
snow leopard SSP, Zoo New 
England is a partner of the 
International Snow Leopard 
Trust (ISLT), a project directed 
by Dr. Rodney Jackson. 
Jackson, of the International 
Union for Conservation of 
Nature (IUCN), is a world- 
renowned snow leopard expert. 
Zoo New England supports the 
ISLT in its efforts to educate 
herders in Northern Pakistan 
about the negative impact ret- 
ributive killing has on the snow 
leopard population. 

In recent months the Zoo has 
experienced a “Baby Boom” of 
sorts; this summer, a record 
seven flamingos were hatched,

“The market for residential 
homes in Lynnfield continued to 
thrive in the second quarter 
while condo sales suffered a 
drastic blow in town, according 
to a recent report by ‘Banker 
and Tradesman,” notes the 
“Lynnfield Villager.” 

“Residential sales grew 1.2 
percent from last year’s compa- 
rable statistics, and the median 
price for a home increased by 
3.5 percent. 

“At this point last year there 
had been 80 residential. sales. in 
Lynnfield. This year'the number 
increased by a single sale. In the: 
second quarter of last year the 
median price of a home in 
Lynnfield was $285,000. This 
year’s second quarter’s median 


price is $295,000. 


“The increase in the number

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Why a Health Care proxy? 


A health care proxy docu- 
ment is written instruction by a 
person, referred to as the princi- 
pal, who appoints a health care 
Agent, or Proxy Agent, to make 
medical or health decisions 
when the Principal is incapaci- 
tated and unable to make or 
communicate such decisions. 
Under a durable power of attor- 
ney, your Agent is authorized to 
make business and financial 
decisions for you in accordance 
with your wishes. This person 
cannot, however, make decisions 
about your health or health 
care, You must make a separate 
authorization in a health care 
proxy document. Your health 
care Agent could be the same 
person you have named as your 
Agent in your durable power of 
attorney document, or, you could 
name a different person, based 
on different factors that do not 
involve financial matters. 


Every person has the right to 
accept or decline medical care, 
and, so long as you are able to 
communicate to a medical 
authority your wishes, those 
wishes must be honored. If you 
are unable to communicate your 
wishes, your Agent, given 
authority by you in a health 
care proxy document, will be 
able to make medical decisions 
for you, for as long as you are 
unable to do so. You must be 
unable to communicate your 
wishes before the Agent’s 
authority becomes effective. If 
you regain the ability to commu- 
nicate your wishes, the authori- 
ty of the Proxy Agent ceases. 


WHO SHOULD I SELECT TO 
SERVE AS MY HEALTH CARE 
PROXY AGENT? 

You should select a person 
whom you trust to follow your 
wishes as to what medical care

HOW DO I CREATE A 
HEALTH CARE PROXY DOCU- 
MENT? 


A health care proxy docu- 
ment must be in writing and 
must be witnessed by two peo- 
ple, who are 18 years of age or 
older. If you are in a hospital or 
a nursing home, a staff member 
may serve as a witness, but not 
as your Agent. You may give 
specific instructions to your 
Agent or you may give full 
authority to make all medical 
decisions, so long as those deci- 
sions are in accord with your 
wishes. 

Once you have signed a 
health care proxy document, 
you should give or send a copy 
to every doctor who treats you, 
a copy to your Proxy Agent, and 
a copy to your medical files 
wherever they are kept. You 
should consider giving a copy to 
all immediate family members, 
or any person who medical 
authorities would confer with if 
you were involved in a medical 
emergency. 


WHAT IF I DO NOT HAVE A 
HEALTH CARE PROXY? 

There is a scenario involving 
Mrs. Adams, who is incapacitat- 
ed as a result of an automobile 
accident, and unable to commu- 
nicate with her doctors. Because 
she did not execute a health 
care proxy ahead of time, it may 
be necessary for her family 
members to file a petition with 
the Probate Court in order to 
have a legal guardian appointed 
to make medical decisions for 
her. 

If Mrs. Adams had had a 
health care proxy document in 
place, the medical authorities 
would have taken instructions 
from the Proxy Agent, just as if 
those instructions were coming 
from the patient herself. The 
hospital authorities would do so 
because the law protects the

MUST A DOCTOR HONOR 
MY HEALTH CARE PROXY 
DOCUMENT? 

It is a fundamental right 
which we all enjoy that you 
alone have the right to accept or 
to refuse medical treatment. 
Every doctor must honor that 
right, and obtain your consent 
before providing care or treat- 
ment. In the unusual situation 
where a doctor has some ethical 
or religious objection to your 
instructions whether contained 
in your health care proxy docu- 
ment or given verbally by your 
Agent, that doctor must, under 
the law, refer your case to 
another doctor who will honor 
your or your Agent’s requests. 

HOW CAN I FIND OUT 
MORE ABOUT HEALTH CARE 
PROXIES?

The clock showed zeroes but the game’s 
outcome remained undecided. After pushing 
their lead to what aseemed a safe eight points 
with less than a minute to go, the Tewksbury 
Redmen still had to defend a potential game- 
tying two-point conversion try from the Lowell 
Red Raiders. 

» Lowell tried a toss right to running back 
Raunny Rosario but the Tewksbury defense 
sniffed it out early, surged forward and 
hemmed him in, allowing strong safety Ryan 
Carlson to wrap him up and secure the 20-18 
victory for the Red. 

“It comes down to one play. Do you want 
to take it home with you or do you want to let 
it go,” head coach Brian Aylward said he told 
his team before the play. “And they did it.” 

The play ended a seesaw battle between 
the two teams, who played toa6-6halftimetie 
before Lowell seized momentary control early 
inthethird quarter. A 44-yard Rosario run off 
right tackle made it 12-6 Lowell and the 
Raiders were not just beating the Redmen on 
the scoreboard, a point underscored by 
Tewksbury’s five-play drive that netted them 

just 5 yards on the ensuing possession. 

Aylward saw the precarious situation his 
team had placed itself in too, but' then he 
watched as they re-established control, re- 
took the lead and held on, though barely, to 
secure their second straight league win and 
improve to 2-1 overall. 

“We could have quit and given up at half- 
time,” he said.
